Coining New Words 


Every new invention and each newly discovered 
branch of human knowledge involves additions to our 
vocabulary. The automobile and the airplane con­ 
tributed divers new and strange words to the English 
language, many of which have 
been 
so 
generally 
adopted that their permanence is virtually assured. 
This is not always the case, however, with the 
laboriously fabricated words devised by entomologist* 
as more accurately fitting the thing or the principle 
described. 
I he people have a way of discriminating 
in such matters, and it often happens that the better 
form, orthographically, is neglected for the more spon­ 
taneous and popular. A naval air pilot is objecting 
just now to the use of the term navigator to the in­ 
dividual who directs t he course of an airship and sug­ 
gests that avigator and avigation would be more ac­ 
curate and appropriate.
